CONVENTIONS OPEN CAMPAIGN. 


Democrats apd Republicans Place Their 
Candidates and Plattorms in the Field. 
Both Choose Their Strongest Men, 
and Re-affirm National Principles, 


[SPECIAL TO THE TOWNSMAN ]. 


New York, Sxrr. 29, 1897. 
This will be the most important week 
before election in the Greater New 
York Campaign. All the important 
political organizations will have held 
their nominating conventions and put 
their candidates in the field of action 
by Saturday night. Their tull hands 
will then be shown to the public, and 
as lively a game of politics as this 
country ever knew will ensue. The 
past week has seen much of the chaos 
which characterized the campaign's 
early days straightened out. Tons of 
literature have been sent out by the 
leading organizations already, and 
scores of cart-tail speakers are shouting 
to little sidewalk crowds every night. 
The Citizens’ Union faction has gone 
into the political tract business on a 
prodigious scale, and together with 
these documents, stump speakers, and 
a large corps of type writerr, the 
wealthy leaders of the Union have 
spent $42,000 already on campaign ex- 
penses. This is a prodigious and ex- 
travagant sum to have spent at this 
early stage of the battle. The Repub- 
lican organization has spent $4,500 
aud the Democratic organization $3,200 
thus far. € 
The’ most important events of the 
week up to this writing are the two 
nominating conventions—that of the 
United Democracy p:acing a free silver 
ticket and candidates in the field, and 
the Republican City Convention reaf- 
firming the party’s allegiance to sound 
money and the St. Louis platform and 
pledging good municipal government. 
The Tammany City Convention will 
be held to-morrow (Thursday) night. 
The Convention of the United Dem- 
ocracy held on Monday night was well 
attended by Bryan enthusiasts who 
fear Tammany will dodge Bryanism 
and wholly evade the Chicago Plat- 
form. Henry George, the strongest 
candidate of thesilvermen of New York 
was nominated as the organization’s can- 
didate for Mayor. Under the General 
Election Law the ticket chosen will not 
be legal until a petition signed by at least 
2,000 voters shall be filed with the 
Police Commissioners, but this is 
merely a technical matter and there 
will be no trouble in finding 2,000 vot- 
ers who will indorse the nominations. 
Both the nominations and the platform 
were greeted with great enthusiasm. 
The platform unanimously adopted is 
of considerable length and contains 
most of the Bryan platitudes besides 
several hackneyed socialistic declara- 
tions. Some of the must conspicuous 
passages are these: 


*** “We therefore adopt and reaffirm the 
principles set torth in the Chicago platform of 
the Democratic party adopted in July, 1896, and 
the measures there announced as constituting 
the policy of the Democratic party. We are op- 

oved to the abuses condemned and-denounced 
u that instrument, namely, the gold monopoly 
by which the burdens of the American peuple, 
and particulary ol the debtor ciass, have 
been vastly increased; the national bank 
monopoly, the filegal and oppressive practice, 
communiy known a government by injunction;

State alfairs, and the aid and encouragewent 
given by legislation and administration to 
trusts and wmonopolles, and we ka vor the im- 
= of a just and muderate tax upon clear 
nevines vf ö, 00 and upward as proposed in 
A 

“We lavor and demand the acquisition 
ownership, and «peration by the city of all 
i unicipal street franchises, including those of 
transportation, gas, and electric lighting. 

“We demand ample school accommodations 
for the chidren oi the Greater New York; the 
establishinents of paras anu playgrounds in the 
thickly settied poftions of the pa the enact 
ment of «a Jiquor law which will protect ail 
C.asses of citizens iu their rigut to spend their 
holidays anu holy days a» they see tit without 
interierence with or by their neighbors ur the 
rest ot the community. 

* We believe in party government as best 
adapted to the present Condition and habits of 
bur people. We believe that the affairs of the 
eity shuu d be adimini-tered by men responsible 
toa party tor the proper perfurinance of the 
functions of their omees. 

“And we be.eve that the reforms above set 
forth can be better attained and carried, out by 
members vl a great po itical part., acting as 
such and responsible to that party, and we be- 
heve and assert that those who are op d to 
reforms and popwiar gov.rnment in national 
wffairs cannot be saleiy trusted to carry out re- 
forms in municipal affairs, nor can those who 
work in the interest of Federal and state mo- 
nopolies be intrusted with the work of 
overthrowimg of curtailing the power of 
city Munopolics. While we realize that munic- 
ipal que stious are different trom National and 
State questions, yet we aso realize that there 
can be no permanent local prosperity ap irt from 
the generat prosperity of tue American people; 
that it i- uso tant that the official influence of 
tu is great city should ve arranged upon the side 
of progress und bamanity; that ic is absurd and 
imp s ible fora political party to carry on a 
bon-pertisan campoign aud that a party incume- 
petent to unuertake the pove: nment of a city is 
unfit to be intrusted with the government of a 
State or nation.“

der by Lieut. Gov. Woodruff. After 
the rull-call and some routit e business 
the young Lieutenant Governor dehy- 
ered a stirring speech and the conven 
tion was adjourned until 8 o'clock in 
the evening, all nominations being 
postponed until that time. 

Early in the evening the crowd began 
to come, and long before the opening 
hour every seat in the great hall was 
occupied. When I arrived at quarter 
before eight the sidewalks on the three 
sides of the hall were densely packed 
with men who gazed longingly at the 
provident ones who had secured tickets 
well in advance and were wedging their 
way inside. Soon they too were barred 
out as every square inch of seating and 
standing room had been taken. The 
interior of the great auditorium was 
resplendant with bunting. Everywhere 
hung the national colors in every con- 
ceivable form of arrangement. The 
four balconies were covered with flags 
und behind the platform were draped 
six gigantic American flags festooned 
in long folds. From the ceiling hung 
graceful streamers. Behind the speak 
er’s desk were large portaits of Presi- 
dent McKinley, Vice President Hobart, 
and ex-Secretary of tLe Navy, Benja- 
min F. Tracy. Thousands of electric 


lights acventuated the colored decora. |. 


tions, two big bands played stirring 
airs, applause thundered from orches- 
tra to balcony and in the boxes and on 
the platform sat many of the most emi- 
nent members of the Republican party. 
It was an old fashioned convention 
with the characteristic Republican. en- 
thusiasm at fever heat throughout. 
Ladies were present in large numbers 
and their fluttering handkerchiefs 
lent animation to the scene. Stalwart 
Republicans of prominence were in 
evidence everywhere. Among these 
were Governor Frank S. Black, Mayor 
Strong, Chauncey M. Depew, ex-Gov. 
Levi P. Morton, Lieut. Goy. Woodruff, 
District Attorney Olcott, Senator Thos, 
C. Platt, Lemuel Eli Quigg, Edward 
Lauterbach, Gen. Benj. F. Tracy and 
many others of equal distinction. 

With the exception of some slight 
preliminary fencing with the Jacob 
Worth faction from Brooklyn, the con- 
vention was strongly harmonious. 
There was little division in sentiment 
over the nominating vote for the May- 
oralty candidate, the vote being: Gen. 
Tracy, 297; Seth Low, 49; Frederick 
A. Schroeder, 2. Gen. Tracy’s nomi- 
nation was afterward made unanimous. 
The party showed its broad municipal 
policy in nominating Ashbel P. Fitch 
as candidate for Comptroller. Mr. 
Fitch is an out and out Democrat, but 
he holds high respect from both par- 
ties. R. Ross Appleton of the Bur- 
ough of Kings was elected candidate 
for the President of the Council. Mr. 
Olcott. nominated Gen. Tracy, Dr. De- 
pew nominated Mr. Fitch, and Jesse 
Johnson of Brooklyn nominated Mr. 
Appleton. 

Gen. Tracy’s speech was character- 
terized by broad and unselfish patriot- 
ism. He staunchly upheld Republican 
principles, rehearsed the grave respon- 
sibilities of the Mayoralty of Greater 
New York and went on to say :

given none. If elected I shall enter upon the 
high office for which you have nominated 
me, free from any and all obligations, except 
that which I shall owe to all the peuple of the 
city to discharge its many cone according to 
the best of my ability.

STEAM AS, A DISINFECTANT, | 


The Health Officer of New York Says It | 


Is the Best Method, 

In The American Journal of Medical 
Sciences Dr. Alvah H. Doty, health 
officer of the port of New \ork, says 
that after carefu! study there can be no 
doubt as to the superiority for many 
purposes of steam over all other disin- 
fectunts. He says: The certainty of its 
germiridal effect, the rapidity of action 
ind its high penetrating power under 
proper conditions give it the highest 
rank, Unfortunately the cost of appa- 
ratus necessary for its proper applica- 
tion. limits its nse mainly to quarantine 
and other public service. Although po- 
tent when intelligently employed, steam 
is worthless when improperly applied.“ 

The writer then describes the appa- 
ratus for disinfection by steam now in 
ase on the disinfecting steamer James 
W. Wadsworth, at the New York quar- 
antine station, Two hundred and thirty 
degrees F. is the temperature that is 
needed for disinfection. He says; 

This is unquestionably safe and can 
be depended upon to kill all known 
micro organisms which may be in oloth- 
ing and other articles presented for 
treatment, provided there is an exposure 
of 15 minutes to this degree of heat. At 
the expiration of this time to a temper- 
ature of 280 degrees the steam exhauster 
is used, securing the same degree of 
vacuum. After the vacuum of 20 inches 
has been obtained the fresh air inlet is 
opened and a current of fresh air al- 
lowed to pass through the chamber and 
ita contents. This, it must be under- 
stood, is in conjunction with the steam 
exhauster, which is still kept at work. 
The entrance of the air, of course, 
breaks the vacuum, but the exhauster 
carries the air rapidly through the 
chamber. After an exposure of eight or 
ten minntes to this treatment the cloth- 
ing, after being unrolled and exposed 
for five or six minutes, becomes dry. and 
can be at once worn,

The Lubrication Test. 


Very few of the millions of people 
who carry watches realize to what a 
wonderful extent lubrication is devel- 
oped and what an extraordinary num- 
ber of turns the balance wheel makes 
with one oiling. A Chestnut’ street 
watchmuker, whose knowledge of these 
wonderful pieces of mechanism is not 
exceeded by any man in this city, has 
made up an interesting table of com- 
parison to show the perfection of lubri- 
cation in a watch. 

A watch will run on one oiling from 
a year toa year and a half. Every 
minute the balance wheel turns on its 
axis 450 times and 27, 000 times in an 
hour. Accepting a year as the time the 
ordinary wech will run with one oil- 
ing, he finds that if the driver of a lo- 
comotive was as well oiled as a balance 
wheel of a watch it ought, to run 60 
miles an hour day and night for 648 
days; or well on to two years, with one 
oiling. In that time it would traverse 
a distance equal to nearly 40 times the 
circumference of the earth.

It is fore- 
ordained that the democratic party as 
it is now constituted doesn’t. stand a 
ghost of a show to elect its state: ticket; 

nevertheless by the use of calm judg- 
ment and common sense a sufficient 
degree of harmony might prevail, en 
abling the party to poll a respectable 
vote at the state election. A the 
matter stands to-day the party is doom - 
ed to one of the worst defeats it ever 
faced in Massachusetts, a it has 
faced many of them. 

The fact of the case is that George 
Fred Williams is not the man to concil- 
iate factions and unite his party. He 
is too ready to satisfy personal revenge 
aod throws diplomacy to the winds. 


He has qualities which are admirable, 


but not those of an organizer nor har- 
monizer. Under his leadership the 
democratic factions are destined to 
drift further and further apart. 

Contrasted with the Worcester con- 
vention of turmoil and riot, the conven- 
tion at Boston on Wednesday stands 
out in a way to make many new con- 
verts to republicanism. . There is no 
other campaign needed this year than 
to contrast the state conventions of the 
two,leading parties. The sober minded 
voter will see but one proper decision 
and that for the party of peace and 
prosperity. 


But while the bitter republican par- 


tizan will take great satisfaction over 
the rout of the once powerful demo- 
cratic party, the lover of good govern- 
ment will view it with alarm. The 
healthy minority is always of the great- 
est aid to good government and those 
who view the democratic decay with 
the most dismay are the men who have 
the best ‘government at heart, rather 
than those whose party loyalty is being 
shaken by unwise: leadership and mis- 
guided policy.

No Electric Plant. 


The voters of Methnen to the number 
of 200 or more assembled in the town 
hal Saturday afternoon in answer to a 
call for a special town meeting the 
principal object of which was to con- 
sider the question of beiter street lighis, 
the matter as decided in à previous 
meetin having been unsatisfactory to a 
number of citizens, 

The meeting was called to order by 
Town Clerk Joseph 8. Howe and as a 
matter of course Granville E Foss was 
elected moderator. Articles two and 
tive of the warrant which re ated to the 
question alluded to, it was voted to 
consider to ether 
brought before the meeting, by general 
consent they were laid upon the table to 
allow an informal discussion in order 
that those present might be enlightened 
on the subject by the former committee 
as well as tuose who had taken sufficient 
interest in the matter to obtain facis and 
figures relating to it. These two ar- 
ticles were as follows: 

Art. 2. By request of Edwin J. Castle 
and others to see ifthe town will vote that 
it is pam ci for the town to exercise the 
authority conferred in Section 1 of Chapter 
370, of the Acts of 1891, said Chapter being 
an act to enable cities and towns to manu- 
facture and distribute gas and electricity. 

Art. 5. By request of John Welch and 
others to see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of five hundred dollars for street light- 
ing in addition to the amount appropriated 


at the annual meeting, for the p. of 
substituting a better system of ligh and 
—- same beyond the present lim- 
ts. f 


C. D. Holman championed the cause 
ofa municipal electric lighting plant, 
as called for in article two, and pre 
sented able arguments showing why 
one, should be established in tuwn at 
the present time, both on the score of 
economy and fur the purpose of furnish- 
ing better light. He claimed that a 
plant could be put in at a cust of $16, - 
000, and the net cost of running the 
same would be about §2500 per annum. 
This would provide for 100 are lights to 
be located in the differeut parts of the 
town, as was shown on a diagram which 
was exhibited in the hall. 

He ‘cited the town uf Danvers as one 


‘where a municipal plant was being run 


with profit and to the satisfaction of 
the town and argued that what could 
be done there could as easily be accom- 
lished in Methuen. He was supported 
no his arguments by Selectman Frank 
Buckminister, George C. Cox, David 
Ackroyd and others and Hon. James O. 
Parker, Alfred Newsholme and one or 
two more while favoring a municipal 
plant thought that the present time 
was not the fitting one to place the ad- 
ditional debt .on the town, which it 
would be necessary to incur. Mr. Hol- 
man had made a thorough study of the 
question and his statements were of 
much interest to his hearers. 

The opposition to the theory of muni 
cipal liglitin was led by Selectman Jo 
seph E. Buswell and from the gas com- 
missioner's report he read figures show- 
ing that in many towns and cities where 
the plan had been tested it had proven 
a failure so far at least as less cost was 
concerned. Others who spoke fur the 
opposition were Hon.: Jacob Emerson, 
George W. ‘Tenney and Judge William 
M. Rogers, who frankly admitted that 
he represented the American Street 
Lighting Co. which uses the Welsbach 
system of lights and he hoped that these 
would bo adopted. During the discus- 
sion, the arguments at times became 
somewhat heated and occasionally rath- 
er personal. A statement made brought 
out the retort from Judge Rogers that 
while he thought the speaker believed 
what he said he (the judge) believed the 
statement to be a deliberate lie and he 
ealled for an explanation which was 
given by E, J. Castle. 

After the discussion it was yoled that 


the subject matter of article two be re- 
ferred to a committee of five to consider 
it thoroughly and report to the next an- 
nual town meeting. The selectmen 
were afterwards added to the commit- 
tee which the moderator said he would 
take time to appoint. The question of 
reference was strongly opposed by the 
advocates of a municipal plant but taey 
were defeated by a close vote, 

Under article tive it was voted on mo- 
tion of Judge Rogers that the Welsbach 
burners be adopted and that a contract 
be made with the company for a term 
of one year for 90 street lights. These 
will be in addition to the arc lights now 
in use. The old committee, W. M. 
Kogera, Jacob Emerson, George W. 
Towne, Arthur J. Crosby, George W. 
Tenney and German S. Phippen, in con- 
junction with the selectmen, were ap- 
pointed to carry ont the vote of the 
town, and the sum of $500 was appro- 
priated for the same. 

It was voted tu re-imburse the pres- 
ent street lighter, Daniel Carter, for any 
loss entailed by the discarding of imple- 
ments not required by the new system, 
and which were purchased and are now 
owned by him. This will amount to 
about 8150. 

Under article three it was voted to in- 
struct the selectmen to establish the 
grade of Union street. extension and 
appropriate $1000 for the same. It was 
also voted under the next article to 
authorize the selectmen to sella lot of 
standing timber onthe town tarm, which 
concluded the business of the meeting 
and adjournment followed.
